EDITORI 


BELIEVE it or not, the 1983 Soccer season 
has ended. It took a long time, but Sunday's 
second leg of the National Cup Final did, in 
fact, wrap things up. 

Now the coaches and players can start 
Preparing forthe new season with some 
mid-summer training sessions — just in 
case they have a little spare time on their 
hands! 

Seriously, though, this is a good time to 
look back on a memorable year in Australian 
Soccer history. 

Undoubtedly the most important event 
was the restructuring of the National 
League. 

It had to happen. The national competi- 
tion, in the format it has followed since its 
inception in 1977, could not continue. 

The dual evils of increasing air fares and 
decreasing match attendances were taking 
the NSL to the brink of bankruptcy. 

Hardly a club in the competition was free 
of debt: some of those debts were enor- 
mous. 

Wisdom prevailed and in 1984 there 
should be many more local derby games. 

These will surely increase attendances and, 
at the same time, reduce the air fares slug. 

While much of the work in Soccer this year 
has been at administrative level, some prog- 
tess has been made on the playing field. 

In Mexico at the World Youth Champion- 
ship, Australia fielded a squad which any 
country in the world would be happy to own. 
The surprise win over Europe’s champions, 
Scotland, was one of the most important 
results for many a year. 

At senior level, the Socceroos started with 
dreadful results against the old enemy, New 
Zealand, but, in mid-season, the national 
team, expertly handled by Frank Arok, came 
good against England. 

Arok’s success as caretaker-coach pre- 
sented national coach Les Scheinflug witha 
perfect incentive to do even better. Be sure 
Scheinflug will strive to the limit to bring 
back good results from Australia’s Singa- 
pore venture in the Merlion Cup. 

On the club front, the standard of Soccer 
was reasonable, showing little improvement 
or deterioration, from past years. 

There were a few dull matches and a few 

which reached European heights. We can- 
not complain. 
Newcastle's brave challenge for honours 
and the surprise emergence of Preston were 
highlights of the season. Those two clubs 
emphasised that Sydney is not the be-all- 
and-end-all of Australian Soccer. 

Looking to the future, two matters of great 
importance must claim major attention. 

First, the clubs in the National League 
and, indeed, those in the State Leagues will 
have to start balancing their books better. 
Gross over-spending by ambitious people 
eager to see their teams on top must be 
discouraged. If it is not, the benefits to be 
gained from the new NSL set-up will be 
quickly squandered. 

Secondly, Australia must build a national 
squad powerful and talented enough to win 
for this country a pI in the 1986 World 
Cup finals, 

It will not be easy. Asia’s reluctance to 
allow Australia or New Zealand to intrude 
into its territory for World Cup eliminations 
presents the Oceania nations with new chal- 
lenges. 

At ‘this stage, nobody can even guess 
what hurdles face the Socceroos on the long 
toad to Mexico. 

But if Scheinflug’s men do not tackle the 

Asians like Korea, China, Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia in the eliminations, it is possible the 
journey to the finals could be less exacting 
than in the past. 
In other words, if the winners of the 
Oceania group are kept away from the 
Asians, FIFA might be doing the Socceroos 
a big favour.

George Campbell, who 
transferred to Preston 
from South Melbourne at 
the beginning of the sea- 
son, was also valuable in 
Preston's campaign. 

He became the attack- 
ing avenue from the left, 
figuring in practically ev- 
ery move. 

His services were great- 
ly missed by Preston in 
the closing rounds of the 
championship. 

Ollerton’s contribution 
as a player and coach was 
outstanding. 

Labelled the super-sub, 
Ollerton filled almost ev- 
ery gap and led by 


example. 

The highlight of his 
performances was his hat- 
trick against West 
Adelaide which set Pre- 
ston on the way to recov- 
ery after four consecutive 
defeats. 

Overall, Preston's suc- 
cess in this year's NSL 
can be attributed to the 
great team spirit built by 
Ollerton, correct assign- 
ment of roles to his play- 
ers and discipline. 

‘The fact that they lost 
the title after leading the 
race for most of the way 
must not overshadow 
their achievements.

When Vest left, two En- 
pee were dropped — 
lefender Bill Amey and 
midfielder Mickey Bren- 
nan — and told they 
would not be needed for 
1984. : 

‘That was the last of the 
men signed this year be 
Vest, apart from goal- 
keeper Gary Sproul (En- 
glish), who was signed on 
loan from Croatia when 
Martyn Cook was injured. 

When Vest departed 
with five rounds to play, 
West were in 14th posi- 
tion with 27 points. 


After the final round 
they were 13th with 33 
points, Koulizos having 
pulled off a home win 
against Olympic, then an 
away three-pointer 
against Marconi in the fi- 
nal round of the season. 

Yorke Motors provided 
$11,000 sponsorship for 
West in 1983 and Able 
Pest Control put up 
$6,000. 


Welcome, but not 

enough, along with gate- 
takings, which at times 
fell below the 1,000 spec- 
tators mark, to help the 
club pay off its clubrooms 
in the heart of the city, 
nor prevent a move to cut 
the players’ wages mid- 
season. 
_ While West is attempt- 
ing to retain star players 
in Robbie Dunn, Graham 
Heys, Ian McGregor and 
Graham Honeyman — 
the latter has already said 
he is quitting the NSL — 
their obvious “ethnic poli- 
cy” will not be in their 
favour when it comes to 
retaining players with 
English and Scottish 
backgrounds. 


It is “in” to be ethnic, 
and we applaud clubs who 
want to emphasise it, re- 
tain their cultural herit- 
age and “old country” 
names, 


But West might be car- 
vying things a little too 
far.

The truth is that 
everyone loves a winner, 
no matter what they are 
called, or what banner 
they fly under.

ST GEORGE — 
THE CHAMPS

IN the best finish the NSL competition has ever had, the mighty 
St George took out the championship. . .when even four weeks 
pelts the end, they were generally not rated as having a 
chance. 


Preston, Sydney City and South Melbourne were the bookies’ choices. 

But Frank Arok left his run late. Real late. 

So late in fact that even Alfred Hitchcock couldn’t have staged the climax better. 

As well as winning the 1983 NSL, Saints almost pulled off the Ampol Cup again. 

In the Ampol Final replay with Marconi, Saints lost on penalties. 

The St George club has historically been well managed. This year, with playing 
staff-costs forever escalating, the management pulled in the reins from the very 
beginning of the season. 

Football budgets were slashed by 38 per cent in anticipation of the bumpy times 
ahead for 1983. 

Automatically, that meant to Arok, no new signings whatsoever. No increases in 
vlayers payments, whatsoever. No large playing squad, whatsoever. 

Saints began the season with the thinnest NSL squad in Australia. 
Whilst other clubs scrambled for signings left and right, so did Saints. 
But not for players. Sponsors were the targets. 
after many many months of hard work, the Saints were able, Soroties an 
elaborate syndication of sponsors, to raise some $88,000 for the Soccer team and keep 
the ledger well away from disastrous losses. 

St George, more than any Soccer club in Australia, were further strained with the 
overheads saddled upon them with running and maintaining their excellent Stadium 
at Rockdale. 

‘The St George Stadium costs real money to run. 

Fulltime groundsman, constant turfing, fertilisers, top dressings, water rates, 
leasehold, ground machinery, huge electricity bills, cleaning, security round the 
clock, insurances etc. etc. 

You don't get much change from $3,000 per week owning such a sports structure. 

So, armed with only a thin NSL squad, manager-coach, Frank Arok, embarked 
upon his challenge for the NSL championship hoping his players’ form and injuries 
would permit a title challenge, 

Whenever one of his stars was sidelined with an injury, Arok was forced to plug the 
gaps with very young players. 

‘Not 20 year olds, but 15 and 16 year olds often were rushed into the NSL team, 

St George in winning the NSL championship, scored a total of 47 goals and 
conceded 27 to end the season with a goal-difference of plus 20. 

The Saints won with 55 League points, one more than rivals, Sydney City, the 
NSL’s champions for the last three years. 

Like any champion team, Saints lost only one match at home all season. 

Two players on the payroll, earned the distinct honour of having played in every 
round of the NSL, They were left-back, Robbie O'Shea and the industrious, under- 
rated midfielder, Johnny O’Shea.

Brisbane City hit the top of the table in Round Seven 
after a 3-0 win over South Melbourne, their fifth win in 
seven matches. The following week they drew 0-0 with 
Sydney City to be edged back in equal second — then 
the slide began. 

In the 22 remaining matches Brisbane City won only 
three times to plummet from third «> third bottom. The 
slump began with a 4-0 routing by Lions and finished 
pie similar thrashing by St George in the final 
round. 

‘This season was in many ways a transitional year for 
Brisbane City. New coach Jim Hermiston had taken 
over, and to be fair he gave everyone a chance to play 
for a spot. 

It took him nearly half a season to fully assess his 
staff. In fact it wasn’t until as late as five weeks before 
the end of the season that Hermiston made the bold
